Most of thg pther progressive communities of the 
South now are engaged in their annual campaign 
for funds fox the Community Chest, an organisation 
of charity endeavor. 
Albany-Decatur, unfortunate­ 
ly, still are utilizing the relief plans of the past 
and various relief campaigns will be underway even 
between now and the end of the year. 
(t 
The Daily long has hoped that 
local 
citizens 
would see the advantages of the Community Chest 
idea and the disadvantages of the lack of cohension 
in the plan these cities now use. 
If the Community Chest was not more practicable 
and more successful than other plans, The Daily 
does not believe that those cities which use the 
former would continue to do so. It must be adm it­ 
ted that the work of relief in the larger cities calls 
for something approaching expertness in handling. 
Surely the people who devote so much time to the 
social problems of American cities would not con­ 
tinue using the Community Chest idea unless it was 
found to be better. 
The Daily feels that the Community Chest plan 
should be adopted in the Twin Cities for three rea­ 
sons,^ namely: the people who receive, the people 
who give and the solicitors who collect. 
The Community Chest plan renders greater service 
to the unfortunates, because it administers relief 
funds with a greater degree of fairness and justice; 
it renders greater service to the subscribers, because 
it enables them with one stroke of the pen to make 
their annual contribution to bevolences and elimi­ 
nates the more or less constant appeals which they 
face otherwise; it is easier for the solicitors because 
public spirited persons who volunteer their services 
in these campaigns, stage only one campaign and 
end their work in that direction for the year. 
Being a help to all concerned, why not adopt the 
Community Chest idea here? 


a career of serious public service. 
W ith the world waiting for opportunity to em-j 
brace a now belief, It is alarming to contemplnte 
the influence which Houdini might have exerted in 
spreading belief in spiritualistic cults had he de- 
ired. 
With his unusual capacity for doing re­ 
markable things, there can be no fair estimate of 
the influence he might have wielded among people 
wanting to be convinced. 
The fact that he did not, but on the other kind, 
.irtually sought opportunity to expose person* he 
suspected of pretenses, will cause hi* memory to 
be dearer to the American people. 
The persistence with, which Houdini sought to 
carry light into shadowy lives is probably the cause 
of the widespread expressions of appreciation of 
his life and regret because of his death in numbers 
of American newspapers. 
The H artford Times says: 
Possessed of extraordinary physique, he com­ 
bined the athlete's strength with the supple­ 
ness of a contortionist, the juggler’s handiness, 
the mental adroitness of a trained mathemati­ 
cian, and a reckless courage, all these attained 
through a lifetime of arduous, persistent train­ 
ing. . With them was united a heroic character. 
“As he was approaching the age when he could 
no longer hope to postea* the strength, endurance 
ind ability which made his most wonderful per­ 
formances,” says the Pittsburgh Chronicte Tele­ 
graph, “Houdini was devoting more attention to 
his exposure of frauds who prey upoh the public. 
Sincere believers in spiritualism admit that many I 
fakers arc obtaining money through the false pre­ 
tense of supernatural assistance, and Houdini was 
making it his mission to show how easily he could 
reproduce their tricks through natural means. 
He 
had undoubtedly marked out for himself a field for 
work of decided value, and there will be regret that 
he did not live to complete his mission.” 
Describing him as “a m aster of physical pretense 
who denounced moral pretense,” the Boston T ran­ 
script remarks that “ If he went about the task of 
exposing deceit with a partisanship, a preconceived 
certainty of the correctness of his own view, which j 
had little in common with the spirit of scientific 
im partiality, still his way of penetrating fraud was 
so quick, deft and incisive, that no fair mind could 
fail to give his findings due weight. 
A most skill­ 
ful entertainer, a very exceptional mountebank who 
fought all mountebankery, there is regret at his un- 
.imcly death, a victim of that traditional stoicism 
of the stage, admirable even when misguided, v,’hieh 
always defies sickness until there comes a collapse, 
Ü', often lieyond cure." 
'Perhaps the highest tribute that could be paid 
to Houdini,” in the opinion of the Little Rock (A *iv.) 
Dt.fiocrat, “would be to say that he was among 
the colossi of the world who have a t all time* 
carried high the torch of truth. 
No scientist in hte 
laboratory, or digging ^nto the past, ever cherished 
fact more fondly than Houdini. 
Perhaps t 
another to take his place, but at this timé we can 
not ^ think who he can be. 
But even though his 
physical place be taken, not even time can rob his 
memdry of the glory that was Houdini’s in life.” 
The Indianapolis Star adds to the record of the 
dead magician that “his passing wilTalso be regret­ 
ted by many ill and crippled children, for he never 
overlooked an opportunity to inject a little sunshine 
into their lives by performing some of his simple 
tricks before their wonderstruck eyés.” 
The Star 
feels that while “Houdini’s ability to expose shams 
has been valuable, he was known chiefly as an en­ 
tertainer and it is in this field th a t he 
will 
be 
missed.”

In the loss of their courthouse, the 
people

Morgan county have suffered a heavy financial loss, 
but they will re-build and, with the prosperous 
years indicated for this county, the time will come 
when their loss will be forgotten in the rush for 
bigger things.
